il is most prevalent, and there is 
u suggestion that pellagroiis Itali- 
aivs may have migrated to this 
country. The disease was first re- 
ported in America in 1H83, when 
a newly arrived Italian was found 
in a Now York hospital suffering 
from it. There is no su(j(,restion 
l;y I lie physicians that pellagra is 
eontageuuR, although it was call- 
ed 'tjombartly leprosy.' 


The Louisville Courier-Journal in 
an editorial which treats the pre- 
vailing pellagra scare in a ralher 
light view, taking occasion to de- 
fend the "corn pone," tells 
us 


that pellagra is known in Europe 
under several names, including 
Lombardy 
leprosy 
uud 
Alpine 


scurvy. There it takes the form 
of a kind of elephantiasis and 
manifests itself in recurrent at- 
tacks, or as a form of eczema. It 
ia believed to be the result of a 
form of ptomaine poison resulting 
from the purification of corn. 


All these things raise a ques- 


tion as to whether the physicians 
who have diagnosed the alleged 
cases of pellagra in the United 
Stales are right in their conclu- 
sions, and the morn we read and 
learn about it the more we are 
convinced that Ihc disease 
is 


neither of American origin nor 
caused by eating corn.—Albany 
Herald.
